The time is now short until the 
people will be called upon to Tote on 
the several proposed amendments to 
the constitution of the State. 
The 
Eagle is vitally interested in Resolu­ 
tion 34, which proposes to forever 
separate the A. & M. College from 
the State University and make them 
separate 
and 
independent 
institu­ 
tions. 
We are interested not only 
Because of local pride in the A. A M. 
College, but for the good of higher 
education in Texas, and would feel 
the same way about the amendment 
if the A. & M. College were located 
a thousand miles from Bryan. 
It is 
a matter of great importance, su­ 
preme importance, and The Eagle is 
especially anxious for the people to 
understand 
it 
thoroughly, 
knowing 
that when they do they will vote for 
its adoption. 
For that reason we are 
devoting considerable space to a dis­ 
cussion 
of 
tie 
provisions 
of 
the 
amendment, 
and 
herewith 
present 
the views of Hon. George M. Hopkins, 
Representative from Denton County, 
which is one of the clearest exposi­ 
tions of the matter we have yet seen 
and is as follows: 
“The sixth that will appear on the 
ballot is the proposed amendment to 
article 7 of the constitution, provid-i 
tag for the separation of the U niver-1 
sity of Texas and the Agricultural 
and Mechanical College, a division 
of the lands granted to the Unive­ 
rsity and its branches, so as to givi 
the Agricultural and Mechanical Col­ 
lege 600,000 acres, the Prairie View 
Normal and Industrial College 150,- 
#00 acres and the University the bal­ 
ance' of about 1,500,000 acres of land 
and all bonds and notes; it removes 
the inhibition from the constitution 
which prohibits the Legislature from 
appropriating money for buildings at 
the University, and gives constitit- 
tional recognition to the College of 
Industrial Arts, constitutes it an in­ 
dependent college with its own gov­ 
erning board and locates it perma­ 
nently at Denton. 
This amendment 
means much to the educational inter­ 
ests, and especially to practical edu­ 
cation, such as is taught at the Agri­ 
cultural and Mechanical College and 
the College of Industrial Arts. 
It is 
a regrettable fact that for almost 
forty years there has been rivalry 
and 
strife 
between 
the University 
and the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College that has retarded their pro­ 
gress and impaired their usefulness; 
and during the past few years parti­ 
sans of the University have adv©- 
cated one board of control for the 
two institutions, which would have 
virtually 
meant 
consolidation; 
and 
during the regular session of the 
Thirty-fourth Legislature a bill was 
introduced proposing to put the Uni­ 
versity, the Agricultural and Mechan­ 
ical College, the College of Industrial 
Arts, the State School of Mining at 
El Paso and the Prairie View Normal 
and 
Industrial 
College 
under 
one 
board of control, in such a way as to 
consolidate the five institutions and 
make them parts of the University. 
This bill was easily defeated, but in 
my opinion, if it had passed and the 
plans which prompted it had been 
successful, the Agricultural and Me­ 
chanical College and the College of 
Industrial Arts would have become 
victim s of the superior political in­ 
fluence of the University, been con­ 
verted 
into 
preparatory 
schools, 
starved and finally abandoned, and 
thus fAo of the most useful educa­ 
tional institutions, not only in Texas, 
but in the South, would have been 
destroyed. 
The adoption of this reso­ 
lution'will' insure the people that the 
lnstifhtions will not be consolidated. 
but that each will retain its separate 
identity and present location unless 
changed by the vote of the people. 
It will also by guaranteeing separate 
boards of control, lessen the danger 
of united educational influence con­ 
centrating political power to control 
the affairs of the State, and will tend 
greatly to abate the rivalry and strife 
between the University and Agricul­ 
tural and Mechanical College, and 
will eliminate the possibility of the 
College of Industrial Arts ever being 
drawn into such controversy. 
This 
amendment meets the demand of ev­ 
ery Democratic convention and every 
candidate for Governor since '1910, 
the Republican conventions of 1911, 
the

Governor Ferguson has issued a 
statement 
on 
the 
constitutional 
amendments to be voted on by the 
people of Texas on July 24. 
There 
are six of these amendments and the 
Governor's statement is a dog-fall, 
favoring three and opposing three. 
Among the three opposed is Resolu 
tion 34, providing for the separation 
of the A. & M. College and the State 
University. 
Governor 
Ferguson, 
before 
this 
resolution was submitted to a vote 
of the 
people 
by the 
Legislature, 
took quite a little stock in the matter 
and strongly urged the consolidation 
of the two institutions under the one- 
board plan. 
The people of the State, 
however, were opposed to his one- 
board 
plan 
and 
the 
Legislature 
knocked it into a cocked hat by sub­ 
mitting the separation amendment to 
a vote of the people. 
The Governor, taking the position 
he did before the amendment was 
submitted, must of course oppose it 
in order to be consistent and to keep 
down the idea that he bas gone “hog 
wild” on the subject of higher educa­ 
tion. 
The Governor is against the 
amendment, but the people are for it, 
the press of the State is for it, the 
Stale officials aud other public men 
are for it, the political parties are 
for it, the Farmers' Union is for it, 
the Bankers’ Convention is for it, the 
District and County Attorneys’ Con­ 
vention is for it, the dean of the 
faculty of the State University is for 
it, all the officials, faculty, former 
students and friends of the A. A M. 
College are for it, yet the Governor 
is against it. 
The Eagle does not 
believe that in his heart Governor 
James E. Ferguson is against sepa­ 
rating these two institutions, but he 
started out on the “one-board” plan 
and refuses to switch. 
The Houston 
Post 
in

position on this amendment says: 
‘‘As for the separation of the Uni­ 
versity and the Agricultural and Me­ 
chanical College, the Governor places 
his 
‘personal 
observations,’ 
which 
are by no means extensive with re­ 
spect to these institutions, against 
the personal experience of at least 
the vast majority of those who have 
for many years taken a deep interest 
in the welfare of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College. 
‘‘The president and faculty of the 
college, the former executives and 
faculties,

educators of the State are firm in the 
conviction that it will be better for 
the College to be completely separat­ 
ed from the University in every re­ 
spect. 
“Surely those who have studied the 
college problems at close range and 
for many years are in a better posi­ 
tion to understand the necessities of 
the institutions than the Governor, 
whose direct interest in the State’s

whose opportunities for personal ob­ 
servation 
have 
been 
admittedly 
meager. 
"The Governor knows, or ought to 
know, that the slight bond which now 
unites the two Institutions has result­ 
ed in much friction which ought not 
to exist. 
To strengthen that bond 
would 
unquestionably

friction, as would be seen whenever 
future Legislatures were called upon 
to provide for them, and in our judg­ 
ment both institutions would suffer.

The traffic on earth and gravel 
roads has a constant tendency to de­ 
velop ruts, chuck holes and depres­ 
sions. 
The chief aim and' purpose of 
road maintenance is to prevent and 
remedy this destructive actios. 
To 
be 
successful 
and 
efficient, 
road 
maintenance must be system atic and 
continuous. 
Haphazard work is ex­ 
pensive and unsatisfactory. 
If the road is very rough and un­ 
even or the crown very low the road 
machine or grade^ is very efficient 
for placing it in shape. 
One must 
guard, however, against the all too 
common practice of scraping the sod 
and other vegetable matter and refuse 
from the sides and ditches on to the 
road. 
In general, on the clay and 
heavy 
soil 
roads 
all 
vegetable 
or 
spongy material should be carefully 
excluded. 
Such 
materials 
absorb 
moisture readily and furnish but lit­ 
tle 
resistance 
against 
wear. 
The 
road surface should be built up with 
the best material possible— material 
which will pack and consolidate un­ 
der traffic and which will be as near­ 
ly waterproof as possible and will 
wear uniformly. 
In general, the road machine or 
grader should be U B e d in the spring 
of the year while the ground is moist 
and in such condition that it will 
work easily and at the same time 
pack well under passing traffic. Con­ 
siderable skill and Judgment is re­ 
quired to use the road grader to the 
best advantage. 
An unskilled and 
careless operator will sometimes ac­ 
tually leave the road in a worse con­ 
dition than when he 
began work. Do 
not scrape sod 
and refuse 
Into th© 
road. 
Good earth is far better, as it 
will not decay 
nor absorb 
moisture 
so readily. 
Ik) not be guilty of 
the 
too common practice of leaving a 
windrow of clods or loose earth along 
the middle of your road to impede 
traffic and absorb water at the first 
rain. 
Leave the roads smooth over 
the entire surface and traffic will 
spread and be less likely to produce 
ruts. 
Always use the grader In such 
a way as to make the road better and 
not worse for the passing traffic. 
When the road has been placed in 
good 
condition 
as 
to 
crown 
and 
sm oothness the road drag is the best 
tool for maintaining it in that condi­ 
tion. 
Drag the road after each rain 
while the surface is still moist but 
not sticky. 
Use a light drag and 
move only a very little earth—just 
sufficient to fill the ruts and depres­ 
sions and leave a slight surplus if 
the crown is low. 
Ride on the drag 
and shift your position according to 
the amount of earth necessary to be 
moved. 
If the rain has been of long 
duration it may be advisable to drag 
the road twice; first very soon after 
the rain, and again when the clay la 
drying out or beginning to set. 
Do not drag a dry road. 
Success­ 
ful dragging is dependent on a cer­ 
tain amount of water or moisture in 
the 
road 
surface. 
Practically 
all 
clays and most soils, lf not too sandy,. 
will puddle if worked when wet, and 
on drying out will set very hard. The 
drag in connection with traffic is es­ 
sentially a puddling machine, which, 
when properly used. leaves the road 
surface crowned and covered with a 
smooth layer of puddled and densely 
packed soil. 
This layer is as nearly 
impervious to water as it is possible 
to 
make 
It. 
Following 
rains 
find 
little or no place for lodgment, as the 
water quickly runs off to the side 
ditches. 
Unless the rain is long con­ 
tinued the road surface Is not soften­ 
ed to any great depth. 
The prompt 
use of the drag after each rain leaves 
the 
surface 
smooth 
and 
ready 
to 
withstand the next storm. 
Therefore, 
to 
make 
your 
road 
smooth, use a road machine or grader 
to put it In proper shape in the spring 
of the 
year. 
To keep your road 
smooth, use the road drag Judiciously 
after each rain. 
This will keep an 
earth or gravel road In the best Bhape 
In which it Is possible to maintain It 
throughout the year.

Beet Methods to Combat Its Depre­ 
dations. 
The time is at hand when the cot­ 
ton grower should begin to watch 
his fields for insect peats. 
In the 
meantime he should know what to 
do in case of attack, and where, on 
short notice, he can get the dope beat 
to use. 
The leaf worm is most liable to 
make trouble, and Paris green mixed! 
with cheap flour, two pounds of the 
poison well mixed with a 50-po:md 
sack of flour, being about the right 
proportion. 
Make a couple of bags of cheap 
cotton cloth, open enough to let the 
poison sift through. Fasten the sacks 
to the two ends of a pole, long 
enough to reach to the middle of a 
cotton row on each side. 
Put a small 
boy on a horse with the pole across 
in front of him and give him a stick 
with which to tap the bags to make 
them "give down.” 
Twelve to twenty acres, according 
to size of stalk, may be covered in a 
day by this means, and anless a rain 
comes too soon and washes off, the 
application will get the worms. 
In 
case of rain following the application 
there is nothing to do except to apply 
again. 
I have heard of loss of stock from 
pasturing on the poisoned fields, but 
never had any trouble of this kind 
myself 
or 
personal 
knowledge 
of 
such trouble. 
However, it is well to 
be careful, especially when 
heavy 
rains have not come prior to turning 
stock in the fields. 
Great care should be taken to pre­ 
vent injury to the horse used for ap­ 
plying the poison. 
He should be pro­ 
tected front and sides by heavy can­ 
vas shields reaching to the knee. The 
first time I used this dope I nearly 
killed the best horse on the place, 
and it is just as bad on the boy. 
Arsenate of lead is a moat effective 
remedy for the leaf worm, hut the 
Paris green is easier to procure and 
will do the work. 
Last season we 
printed this warning and remedy in 
good time, but a great many i°«m 
not to have paid much attention to it 
until the worms attacked their fields, 
when they deluged this office with 
letters for the information we had 
given in the brief bulletin.
